1955 - 1956 


It has been traditional that the retiring Captain publish an 
Annuat Recorp so that the history of the Company will be pre- 
served for posterity. 

In addition to recording the activities of the Company for the 
year 1955-1956, we have attempted to report events of national 
and international interest which we feel have affected our eco- 
nomic and political mode of living. 

We are proud of the noble traditions as observed by our Com- 
pany and each year we play a more and more important part 
in the life of our community. 

The past year has witnessed international and national events 
unsurpassed in our history. The struggle between Russia and 
the Free World has continued unabated, and there is nothing 
that Russia has done that would lead us to believe that they have 
surrendered their idea of world conquest. A war between the 
United States and Communist China was averted by a narrow 
margin. No one doubts but that the present struggle in the Near 
East is the result of Communist agitation of and assistance to 
all belligerents. The recent conciliatory statements by Khrush- 
chev, while at the same time the Russians were selling arms and 
giving economic assistance to Egypt, were, in the opinion of many 
writers, smokescreens to cover up their more insidious motives. 
They are actively competing for influence in Germany, the Middle 
East and the Far East.

President Eisenhower was granted emergency powers to permit 
United States Armed Forces to protect Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores against Communist forces massed on the islands off the 
mainland of China for an invasion of Formosa, and, while air 
crafts were ordered to the Philippines for temporary duty on 
Formosa, a general outbreak was averted.

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‘The. Atomic Energy Commission advanced the development of 
powerful A-bombs, as well as H-bombs, and assured the public 
that tests in Nevada were carefully limited and exposure .of 
United States people negligible. There was a great hullabaloo 
about the Dixon-Yates contract entered into by the AEC. The 
whole problem was resolved when President Eisenhower had the 
matter cancelled when the City of Memphis offered to build its 
own plant.

The first. U. S. Air Force radar island, or “Texas tower”, was 
anchored in place 100 miles east of Cape Cod, and the United 
States announced plans to launch a man-made satellite into upper 
air. This idea grew out of the experiments with rockets and 
guided missiles.

The Conservatives took over in Great Britain while the Labor 
Party showed a decided lessening of strength. Sir Anthony Eden’s 
election was interpreted as a victory for his policy of winning 
top American consent to a Big Four Conference, reduction of 
taxes and controls and helping end the Indo-China war; also, the 
increased prosperity, as well as the split in the Labor Party.

A British plane carrying two airmen figuratively achieved 
breakfast in London, lunch in New York and dinner in London, 
flying a twin-jet photo reconnaissance craft from Croyden to New 
York and return, averaging 481.52 mph.

When President Dwight David Eisenhower suffered a heart 
attack on September 24, 1955, things started to break. Fear of 
a Democratic victory if Eisenhower did not run, with possibility 
of controls on business, price support and continued debt finan- 
cing, affected the confidence of the financial community. Indus- 
trials fell off 6.54% and rails 6.79%. The Monday following the 
attack, transactions on the stock exchanges were the largest since 
1933. We all know how complete was the President’s recovery 
and his personal confidence as to his condition when he announced 
that he would be available for renomination as President. 
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By the end of 1958, there will be 100 jet-propelled passenger 
airliners in the air, and it is expected that the flying time between 
major cities will be cut in half.

The Federal Reserve Board increased margin requirements for 
stock purchases from 50% to 70% to protect the security of the 
investors. 

* * * 

The Federal Government is proposing a new Federal super 
highway program which will be The Biggest Single Construction 
Program Ever Attempted. It will be many times bigger than the 
Panama Canal, and nationwide, in every State. There will be 
forty thousand miles of new routes cutting through country and 
around cities. The cost will amount to 27 billions over ten years, 
on top of the present road program.

General Motors reported a new $500,000,000 expansion pro- 
gram to produce automobiles and trucks, while Standard Oil 
(New Jersey), world’s largest oil company, announced it would 
spend $1.2 billion in 1956 for expansion. 


* * * 


Government economists disclosed that incomes, jobs and build- 
ing had reached a record high in 1955. Commerce Department 
reported an annual personal income rate of $304.5 billion in 
July, $14.5 billion over June, 1954. Census Bureau said employ- 
ment reached a record total of 65,488,000 in August, a rise of 
3,211,000 in a year. Unemployment declined to 2,237,000 within 
the year. According to a joint report by the Labor and Commerce 
Departments, new construction outlays totaled $27.05 billion for 
the first eight months of 1955, a record. Consumer spending was 
at the annual rate of $256.5 billion, the highest in history.

It is predicted that farm prices in the Fall may be lower than 
in the Fall of 1955, even with the 8214% level of price supports, 
newly promised by Eisenhower. Or even if prices are about the 
same this Fall as they were last Fall, they won’t be as high as 
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they would have been with the 90% parity plan. A certain 
number of farmers, like others, do vote their pocketbooks.

Those female devastators again visited New England. Between 
Connie, Diane, Edith and Flora, Hilda and Ione, New England 
was kept in a state of expectancy, to say the least. Diane was very 
mean and caused major flood disaster areas. Massachusetts loss 
from Diane was estimated at $110,000,000. Over five thousand 
families were affected, and the Massachusetts Legislature financed 
flood relief with a bond issue for $55,000,000, in addition to the 
Federal grants.

The American Legion, at their 37th National Convention in 
Miami, condemned UNESCO (United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization).

Job equality for Negroes, but not social equality, is a problem 
that labor unions are trying to solve. There is a possibility of 
independent unions, not AFL-CIO, being set up to oppose inte- 
gration. This may cause a split in the ranks of this Union com- 


bination.

We have seen the advent of the new color TV, and it looks as 
though it were here to stay. More startling, however, is the in- 
creasing number of programs offering big awards, one giving as 
high as $64,000 and another $100,000. There is no telling where 
this may end.

We have just returned from our Annual Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty and I would be very remiss in my duty if I did not take 
this time to review the trip, and to thank my Lieutenants, my 
Staff, both Commissioned and Non-Commissioned Officers, and all 
members of the Company, who contributed their time and energy 
to make this trip such a wonderful success.

A Marine Honor Guard, of highly polished and expertly drilled 
“Leathernecks,” headed the parade and executed a tricky and 
difficult Manual of Arms throughout the entire mile of march. 
Our Company was well represented by two solid platoons which 
were followed by a Battalion of Air Cadets from the Naval 
Academy. 

The Admiral also furnished us with a Marine and Naval Band 
and ceremonies at the Monument were carried out with precision. 
The Company had no sooner gotten undercover of the busses. 
when the Heavens opened and a torrential rain came down, but 
we returned to the hotel without any casualties. 

The Hotel was fabulous, air-conditioned, with a tremendous 
lobby.

Capram MacLrop: Distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen, 
members of the Armed Forces, my Comrades.

Seven years later this Company fought with Myles Standish 
and Pilgrim soldiers in expeditions against the enemy. Now, we, 
the oldest military organization of this nation, are gathered here 
to honor the memory of those who have made their last cruise. 

At this moment when we honor the heroic dead of all our wars, 
let us reaffirm our faith in the ideals for which they gave their 
lives. 

American soldiers, sailors and marines were inspired by the 
conviction, individual freedom and enlightenment of the basic 
principles of the country for which they died. Let us keep their 
faith alive by perpetuating these same ideals. Only by so doing, 
may we hope to give the world those measures of stability and 
security which are the foundations of lasting peace. 


THE THREE HUNDRED AND EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL RECORD 41 


When the storm of war broke over Europe in 1914, the United 
States was not a young nation. Our national roots were planted 
in the soil of independence by the colonists who had left European 
institutions which were intolerable to them. 

In 1917, we joined the allies. Thousands of American young 
men paid the supreme sacrifice for the rescue of democracy in 
the first World War. 

Signs pointed constantly in the years between °17 and °39 to 
the inevitability of another conflict. Yet with misguided altruism, 
we deliberately weakened ourselves and refused to look at the 
handwriting that was on the wall for all to see and read. 

So, again in 1941, we were attacked and again thousands and 
thousands of Americans paid the supreme sacrifice in order that 
our country might remain free. 

Reverently those thousands of American dead have been 
brought back from their temporary resting places in battlefields 
of Europe and the islands of the Pacific. 

This nation told those dead that their sacrifices were never to be 
forgotten. It is a sad commentary, but nevertheless a true one, 
that we again face total war. 

“We are mad not only individually, but nationally. We check 
manslaughter and isolate murder, but what of war?” The words 
have a familiar ring, yet they are the words of Seneca who lived 
from 4 B.C. to 65 A.D. 

Our efforts to put the seal of peace on the world at the end 
of the last hostilities have been rendered difficult by a great nation 
which emerged from this last war powerful and determined— 
a nation whose very concept of government is written by a political 
party which works for the achievement of its purposes through the 
medium of fomenting disorder and disunity. 

There is no more fitting way to revere the memory of our 
war dead than to dedicate ourselves forever to the fulfillment 
of our pledges to them and to the world. And those pledges can- 
not be fulfilled unless every American honestly and unselfishly 
subordinates his personal interest to the national welfare that we 
may remain strong enough to safeguard our American heritage 
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and to resist the forces of aggression and disruption that still 
threaten. 

Nothing good is gained without a struggle and sacrifice. Our 
war dead have given something infinitely precious into our keep- 
ing. Let us be worthy of that trust by standing firmly behind 
our beliefs and ideals, striving and ready to champion them. Only 
by so doing will we really honor the brave dead of all our wars.

Captain MacLeon: Reverend Clergy, Distinguished Guests, my 
Comrades. It is my privilege as Captain, commanding the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, to extend 
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greetings and to express what a pleasure it is for us to be here in 
your world-renowned and most beautiful City of Miami Beach 
on our Three Hundred and Eighteenth Anniversary of our Annual 
Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. 

We are proud to be able to travel from our own Bay State to 
visit your State of Florida, steeped in history back to the days 
of Columbus when Ponce de Leon first came upon the lush 
peninsula searching for the fabulous Fountain of Youth. Were 
he only able to be here today, he would quickly realize that 
Florida’s Fountain of Youth is in its glorious sunshine, its balmy 
breezes and golden sands of Miami Beach. 

Florida contains within its boundaries the oldest city in the 
western hemisphere—Saint Augustine. The state’s history from 
the sixteenth to the late nineteenth century was one of great 
turbulence. Originally a Spanish colony, it was ceded to the 
English in 1763 and twenty years later reverted to Spain. 

Not until after the close of the Seminole Wars, in which 
General Andrew Jackson distinguished himself, did Florida be- 
come a State of the Union. As he campaigned throughout the 
peninsula, he established Fort Dallas, Fort Pierce, Fort Lauder- 
dale and Fort Myers. 

Fort Dallas has become Miami and the others are still familiar 
names. 

We feel somewhat akin to General Jackson, for the Ancients, 
too, fought in the Indian Wars during New England’s earlier 
days. In years subsequent to active participation in the wars of 
the country as an organization, it became the great school for 
military preparedness. 

“Action not Words”—this same motto could well apply to the 
founders of this modern pleasure island; who by virtue of their 
enterprise and energy and effort converted an alligator infested 
mangrove swamp into a world famous winter resort, boasting not 
only more and better hotels than any city, but maintaining exclu- 
sive shopping centers where the epitome of sartorial splendor is 
displayed through the courtesy of the world’s most famous names 
in the fashion world.

Captain MacLeop: Comrades, it is my pleasure at this time 
to introduce to you the representative of the Mayor of the City 
of Boston, John B. Hynes—our Comrade, the Honorable John 
V. Moran. 


Hon. Joun V. Moran: Captain Commanding, Distinguished Guests, Rev- 
erend Clergy, Comrades. His Honor, the Mayor—Major John B. Hynes—of 
the City of Boston, has asked me to do three things this evening. First of 
all, to convey his personal greetings and the official greetings of the City of 
Boston to the City of Miami Beach and his thanks for their gloriously enter- 
taining our Company. 

Secondly, he asked specifically that his personal thanks be given to our 
Company and to its members for their participation first in the Three Hun- 
dred and Twenty Fifth Anniversary Celebration, which occurred about two 
weeks ago and also thanks to the Company and its members for their leader- 
ship in obtaining for the City of Boston the painting—famous painting— 
“Washington at Dorchester Heights.”. I am carrying out my instructions 
in thanking you gentlemen for so doing. 

In response to the toast I have tried to portray the City of Boston as a 
lady and our sweetheart, rich in antiquity, yet ever young, vibrant and 
beautiful, the sweetheart of the Ancients. 

When Captain Keayne and his companions formed our Company in 1638, 

Miss Boston at that time was just a toddling child of eight. It was a town 
at that time, of course. 
_ The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and the Town of Boston 
grew, prospered and at the time that Crispus Attucks met his death in the 
Boston Massacre on May 5, 1770, Dame Boston had attained a youthful 
and supple grace and strength, growing more beautiful with her one hundred 
and forty years. 

I might say at this time that Dame Boston, at that age, shouldn’t be 
confused with some of the guests that we have around, we might say more 
or less in their early thirties, that have been around the hotel during the 
course of last week. 

Tt was to this strength that Boston had at that time that the Colonies 
looked for aid. It was around this strength that the Revolutionary forces 
rallied. And it was with this strength that our liberty was so courageously 
earned. 

Proud of her heritage and her tradition, but proud also of her youthful 
vision, the town became the city in 1822. Nor was she at anytime lacking 
in men of courage and valor, willing to sacrifice their all, if need be, to keep 
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Boston a leader in the fight against tyranny and oppression from any source, 
whether from within or without. 

Such a man was Henry Wilson, whose portrait hangs in Faneuil Hall; 
who in 1855 as a United States Senator from Massachusetts, led the fight 
on the Senate floor for the abolition of slavery, showing once again that our 
sweetheart—then two hundred and twenty five years young—was still giving 
spawn to progressive, forward-looking thoughts and ideas. 

That, Comrades, was one hundred years ago. Two weeks ago, many of us 
participated in celebrating Boston’s Three Hundred and Twenty Fifth Anni- 
versary. In these one hundred years the city has advanced to a position of 
eminence as the ninth largest city in the United States, with an estimated 
metropolitan population of approximately a little less than two and a half 
million people. 

We will watch her continued progress, her new look, consisting in part 
of the Christmas look with additions each year, under the able guidance of 
Colonel Paul Hines, who is seated over here with us this evening; the Art 
Festival and the new look with arterial skyways and improved throughways. 
Even today, Boston is not lacking in men of ideas and the forward look. 

Many of our Past Commanders who are not here with us tonight partic- 
ipated in that progress in advancing our City: Captain Clarence J. McKenzie, 
Captain James J. Curry, Captain Enoch D. Fuller and last, but not least, 
Captain Thomas J. Carty, who so ably handled the raising of funds. And 
Captain Eugene A. Hudson, who led us approximately sixteen years ago down 
to Bermuda, where we first made friends with our Comrade, the Admiral. 

We like Boston’s new look. She is still our sweetheart. She will be the 
sweetheart of our sons and our sons’ sons. 

With the forward look we now have, the forward look that our sons and 
their sons will have, we shall be saluting Boston for many years to come 
as one of the leading cities in our United States. Thank you.

to whom Bunker Hill is a place down the street. 

Boston, in my history books, always had a very small print as the place 
where they once threw some tea into the water.

A gentleman pointed out to me that he was 
confused that a man named “Dénnis Hennessey” should be the British Con- 
sul. And I said that I was equally confused that an Admiral should be a 
Private. 

But when at the beginning of this dinner, I heard, you singing my Na- 
tional Anthem and toasting the health of my Sovereign, Her Majesty the 
Queen, I was very touched. And I realized then that it wasn’t so really 
confusing at all. Things have changed a great deal since the historical d. 
through which the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Mas: 
chusetts has lived. And out of our differences in the past we now, during 
the more recent past and present, have grown to a very fine sense of com- 
radeship. We now have comradeship-in-arms, in peace, as we had in war. And 
the comradeship in arms, which all of you in the services know, is very real. 
Young men from your nation are working together with young men in my 
nation. We have Americans in Britain and we have Britains in this country, 
both contributing to our common defense—our common safety. 

Gentlemen, I don’t know if stories are allowed here. The Chaplain 
needn't go—it is perfectly all right. But the present I think can be summed 
up very well by the story of two men playing golf. And as they hit the 
golf balls, one golf ball landed in a nest of ants. There must have been 
five hundred ants there. The gentleman came along with his club and 
tried to hit the golf ball and with the first stroke, he killed half of the ants. 
He tried again and missed the ball but killed the remaining half of the ants 
except two. And one ant turned to the other and said, “If we don’t get on 
the ball, we’re dead.” (Laughter. )

The Eighth Regular Toast 


Tue ARMED Forces 


The last regular toast of the evening. We are great because 
we are strong. Let nothing interfere with the glories of our Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines. Gentlemen: The Armed Forces 
now and forever. 


Captain MacLeop: It is a distinct pleasure for me to introduce 
to you our fellow comrade who has done so much for us here, 


Vice Admiral Austin K. Doyle. (Applause.) 
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Vice ApmiraL Austin K. Doyte: Is there any positive guarantee that I 
could get that (applause) up in Boston? (Laughter.) 

Captain MacLeod, Distinguished Guests of the Company, Members of the 
Company. I am most honored to be your guest and I am honored to be a 
member of your Company. 

I have some things on my mind that I want to say to you. I would be 
remiss for example, let us say, as a member of your honorable association 
not to remind you of your obligations which you have maintained so faith- 
fully over so many years. 

I am an officer of the United States Navy and I have been one for a long 
time. Counting my midshipman days, this is the thirty-ninth year that I 
have been representing my Country through fair winds and foul in the United 
States Navy. It is a long time to work for one company as somebody told 
me the other day. 

But I realize that your distinguished organization has spent over 
three hundred years working toward the same ends that I learned at the 
United States Naval Academy. 

I told the gentlemen tonight about a speech that a great big, full-bearded 
captain, then Superintendent of the Naval Academy, gave me when I entered 
in 1916. He said, “Don’t you ever forget, gentlemen, (there were a few of 
us there in his office) that all of your life your mission will be to put the 
fellow with the bayonet on the other guy’s beat.” Believe me, that has been 
the introductory speech of every Superintendent of the Naval Academy 
throughout history to every entering midshipman. 

The Navy does not win wars. The Navy has never won a war; it never 
will. It doesn’t want to win a war. The war is won by the fellow with a 
bayonet that gets in there. Now a war is won with the aid of our great 
comrades in the Air Force. 

I would like to remind everyone of you tonight that your membership in 
this great organization entails a dignified responsibility that actually and 
literally approximates mine as I go around the country. I must do it in 
uniform, Every one of you, whether you are in civilian clothes or in uniform, 
represent the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

“With us tonight there are a great many graduates of the United States 
Naval Academy and there are graduates of the United States Military Acad- 
emy and very shortly there will be graduates of the Air Force Academy. It is 
a wonderful school and it will have the same type of graduates that the 
other two Military Academies have had. 

But you gentlemen are, perhaps, not too well known throughout the 
Country. However, you are well known in the United States Navy. You are 
the ones who have set the pace. You are the ones that by your example 
have said to these young fellows, “You do this and you do that”. 

You are the ones who have established a code of military ethics through- 
out our country that has been maintained. 
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Now, perhaps, there are places where you have visited and the people 
don’t understand who you are. You are the oldest military organization in 
the Western Hemisphere. You have set the standards of ethics for your- 
selves and you never let it down; that is all that ever had to be said. 

But the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, Massachu- 
setts—let me tell you something about what your problems are today. I 
am in the business of training young men to be pilots. They go out and 
fly one million dollar airplanes. You saw sixty of them tonight. They are 
the cream of the country, as your Captain said. We have to teach them to 
fly and fly safely and accurately. Those men are the products of your bodies. 
They are the great guys of this country. They are the cream; there are no 
people better. They are so far ahead of you and me, gentlemen, that there 
is no comparison—because a lot of you are almost my age. They are the tops. 

I am going to make a slight commercial pitch. And because there are 
so many Air Force, Army and Navy people here, I will do it in a non- 
denominational character. You have got to help all of us. The young guy 
of today is not a product of the military. We get the young fellow of today 
only after you have had him. You have had him for eighteen years and you 
have given him a certain philosophy of life. 

Now, the philosophy of life that you have given him is this—and for- 
give me, but this is true: “You are a little bit different, son. Get in the 
draft. It is only twenty-one months. Don’t get in the Air Force or the 
Naval Air Force or the Marines. Get in the draft—it is only for twenty 
one months.” 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company has set a standard for 
their country that has been wonderful for many years. All of you pass the 
word down to your brothers and your cousins and so forth, Good Heavens! 
The law states that everybody has to serve eight years—everybody has to 
serve eight years! Two years in the service and six years in the reserve! 
And you get credit if you serve three years on active duty, then you don’t 
have to serve so long. 

Pass the word around—and that means everybody in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, Massachusetts, which has never 
let this country down in its history—pass the word around. Let our guys 
serve four years. We get better electronic men out of it than the Army and 
Air Force. This is not a partisan speech. This is where you can help us. 

I can’t conclude my talk to you gentlemen tonight without telling you 
that you have given all of us in the service an inspiration. You are some- 
body. You are, as far as I am concerned, the end product of what is the 
very best in our country. You must maintain in your organization some form 
of committee that prides itself on its ability to introduce young men into 
the Armed Forces, the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

You must be more active. You are the most distinguished military organ- 
ization in the United States of America, bar none. There isn’t a military 
organization more distinguished than you. You must have a program that 
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urges the youth, that does something to influence the youth of our nation to 
have the same feeling towards their country, the same sense of responsibility 
towards their country, that you have. You should do something about that. 

Before I conclude, I want to say, you can go all over the country, gentle- 
men, you can go all over the country, there is no place in this country 
where there can be enough honor rendered towards such a distinguished 
group as yours. After all, they say, “The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating”. 

Over the years continually since 1638, you and your progeny have pro- 
duced for our country the inspiration that you have given all of us gentle- 
men. The inspiration you have provided the Armed Forces is wonderful 
and it should always remain as a source to you of great personal pride and 
gratification. You are a very great outfit.” 


Captain MacLeop: At this time I would like to have one of 
my personal guests stand up and take a bow; a holder of the 
Distinguished Service Cross, Colonel Paul Hines. (Applause.) 


(Colonel Paul Hines acknowledged the applause.)

tinguished member, Admiral Denfeld; Henry Cabot Lodge, Am- 
bassador to the United Nations; Colonel Philip C. Wilson; 
Colonel Raymond F. Rauscher; and our Honorary Member D. 
Laurence MacLaren, P. C., Lieutenant Governor of the Province 
of New Brunswick. 

The Sergeants have requested me to make the following an- 
nouncement: Tomorrow morning a Memorial Mass will be held 
for our Sergeant, Edmund J. O’Rourke, that is, Wednesday morn- 
ing at nine o’clock at Saint Joseph’s Church. It is my wish that 
we all attend.

When you are hauling 
in those big fish, please give a thought to your comrades from the 
Ancients.” 

Captain MacLeod then called on Major Robert H. Higgs, who 
presented to the Company, through the Captain, a rare relief bust 
of George Washington, one of two such works of art in existence. 

Lieutenant Governor Sumner G. Whittier was then introduced 
by the Captain and he thanked the Company for their invitation 
to be with them. He congratulated the Company for all it stood 
for and expressed the desire to some day be its Commander-In- 
Chief. 

Honorable John B. Hynes, Mayor of Boston, the next speaker, 
stated how pleased he was to be with us and pointed out that the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is an integral part of 
the City of Boston. He told of his pride in our great military 
organization—a living link between the past and the present. He 
thanked us for the part we played in making the Three Hundred 
and Twenty-Fifth Anniversary celebration of the founding of the 
City of Boston so successful. 

We were also honored by words of greeting from the Com- 
mandant of the First Naval District, Boston, Rear Admiral John 
A. Snackenberg; the Commandant, First Coast Guard District 
Rear Admiral Roy L. Raney; The Honorable R. H. K. Marett, 
C.M.G., O.B.E., representing Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth, and 
present Bristish Consul General in Boston, who brought the greet- 
ting from Her Majesty; Colonel Dorr E. Newton, Jr., represent- 
ing Major General Raymond Maude, U.S.A.F.; Brigadier General 
Lawrence F. Carew, Commandant of Massachusetts Military Acad- 
emy, who thanked the Company for their splendid cooperation;

Maj. Gen. Raymond C. Maude, Commanding General of the U.S. 
Air Force Research Center; Hon. Myron C. Taylor; and Hon. 
“Larry” MacLaren, Lieutenant Governor of New Brunswick. 

Rev. Lawrence M. Brock, S. J., closed the meeting by giving 
the benediction. 

And so ended another annual Washington’s Birthday Celebra- 
tion, replete with tradition and comradeship.

VISITORS TO THE ARMORY AND MILITARY MUSEUM 

As a result of the new lighting and general redecorating of 
the Armory and Museum, the word seems to have gone forth 
that the Ancient’s Armory and Museum is now, more than ever, 
a “must” for sight-seers visiting Boston. 

Again we report that during the year we have had visitors from 
nearly every country on the globe, as well as many from all parts 
of our own country. Sixty-six hundred and fifty have signed the 
Register but this does not mean that is the total number for many 
leave without signing. It has been estimated that only one in 
three or four do sign so it is fair to estimate that between fifteen 
and twenty thousand visitors pass through the Armory and 
Museum annually. 

As usual, they all, particularly the ladies, exclaim on the im- 
maculate condition in which the premises are kept, for which 
Hector and his assistants again may “take a bow.” 

A few of the groups who came are worthy of particular men- 
tion. A group of sixteen blind children with two guardians from 
the Perkins Institute came trooping in hand in hand. Their ages 
ranged from six to nine years. Major Austin rose to the oppor- 
tunity of talking to these youngsters who, despite the tragedy in 
their young lives were bright, happy and lively. He talked of the 
history of the Country, the State, tying it in with the history of 
the Company and describing the military mementos which they, 
unfortunately, could not see. A few days later the Major received 
a typewritten letter from one of the children which he states was 
far more nearly perfect than he could write even with two good 
eyes. Surely this was a heart-warming experience to record! 

Then one Sunday afternoon, came the Toastmistress Asso- 
ciation visiting after their Convention. About one hundred 
twenty five ladies appeared in silks, satins, hoop skirts and 
hair-do’s, representing Virginia, the Puritan Maidens from New 
England, the Cape Indian Maidens, Toastmistresses from Alaska 
in native dress and “Aunt Jemima” from the “Pancake Country.” 

This was right down Major Austin’s alley because he is well 
known to have a certain “air” about him when there are ladies 
present. The ladies said they had a wonderful and instructive 
visit and felt themselves greatly in debt to the Major for his 
courtesy. 
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The Armory was visited by a member of the Honourable Ar- 
tillery Company of London who, with his wife, was here to con- 
sult with our Admiral Fife at New London, Connecticut. It was 
his first visit to the United States. Our officers being away, Major 
Austin took it upon himself to entertain the visitors and took them 
on a sight-seeing tour of Lexington and Concord as well as around 
Boston, after showing them the Armory and Museum. To com- 
plete the day, the Major called on General and Mrs. Foote to join 
them and took the group to dinner at the Hotel Kenmore. The 
Company is fortunate in having such military men to represent 
them. 

In November, four hundred school teachers with members of 
the Chamber of Commerce visited the Armory. Again, Major 
Austin did the honors, informing them about the history of the 
Company as it connects with the history of Boston. When they 
left they said they were well repaid for climbing those seventy- 
seven steps and now knew more about Boston than they had ever 
read in books. 

These are only a few of the events recorded. We could go much 
further in detail but space does not permit. There is hardly a 
day goes by but visitors singly or in groups are shown around 
by the Custodian who not only has a fine military background 
but is well versed in the history of the Company and the signifi- 
cance of the mementos, and fits his lectures to the type of listener. 

This closes the account of some of the visitors to the Armory 
and those who make these visits worth while to those who come 
may rest content that theirs has been a job well done.

Following this dedication, the Company detail marched to Bos- 
ton Common, where again we took our place of honor before the 
grandstand to view the presentation of official City Flag to our 
Company and others. The Evening Parade was participated in 
by the Boston Battalion of the 101st Infantry, the CYO Cham- 
pions, the Holy Name Parish Band of West Roxbury, and 
other CYO units. The affair ended with the placing of a wreath 
on Founders’ Monument by the Mayor. 

At 7:00 p.m. that night, the Ancients and their families were 
again given a distinct place of honor by Mayor Hynes at the 
concert rendered by the Air Force Band of Mitchel Field at 
Hatch Memorial Shell. Following the concert, there was a fire- 
works display from barges anchored in nearby Charles River 
Basin.

Col. Carty’s remarks in presenting the painting: 


PRESENTATION OF THE PAINTING 
“WASHINGTON AT DORCHESTER HEIGHTS” 
Sept. 17, 1955 


“Your Excellency, Your Honor, distinguished friends and 
guests, Officers and Comrades of The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. As Chairman of the “Wash- 
ington at Dorchester Heights” Committee, I have proud and rare 
privileges this morning. Among them is the opportunity to thank 
the committee which gave so unselfishly of their time and funds 
to accomplish the desire of Your Honor to purchase this art 
treasure for the City of Boston. 

There were many generous contributors. The fund was started 
at the reception to His Excellency, Christian A. Herter, Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, on the birthday anni- 
versary of George Washington last February 22nd. 

His Honor, John B. Hynes, on that occasion named me to serve 
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as chairman when he accepted from former Governor James M. 
Curley a donation of $100.00 to the purchase fund. Other con- 
tributions were received from members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company at that time. It is not possible to name 
each donor, but it would be remiss not to recall that Major 
Clarence E, “Cy” Hyde, a Company member, donated $500.00. 
The Citizens of South Boston, formerly Dorchester Heights, do- 
nated and supported the fund generously through their committee 
chairman, Dr. James J. Regan. 

An appeal was made to the school children of Boston, and their 
response was most gratifying. The children of the parochial 
schools, through His Excellency, Archbishop Richard J. Cushing, 
made one of the largest single contributions. It is, of course, 
difficult to name and thank individually each donor, but lacking 
that, our sense of gratitude is great, and our heartfelt and pro- 
found thanks go to all who supported this public spirited effort. 

The painting was on exhibit at The Boston Five Cent Savings 
Bank on Tremont Street while funds were raised. We thank most 
gratefully J. Reed Morss and his efficient staff, he being Treasurer 
of the fund. 

Before presenting this magnificent work of art to His Honor, 
may I ask that you reflect on its significance on this day, Septem- 
ber 17, 1955, the three hundred twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the City of Boston. Many historians have recorded 
it as General Washington’s greatest victory. An enemy was driven 
from our shore one hundred and seventy nine years ago without 
bloodshed. From that day, our great city has been free. Other 
great cities in countries equal to or greater than ours are now in 
bondage, occupied by enemies of their freedom. 

In presenting this great work of art, “Washington at Dorchester 
Heights”, to Your Honor, I do so as your committee chairman, in 
gratitude to the committee and asking prayers to Almighty God 
that He give to the world another George Washington to deliver 
without bloodshed into freedom the world’s enslaved peoples to 
enjoy it as we do in freedom in the City of Boston, in the United 
States of America.”

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“SALUTE TO ROME” 
November 30, 1955 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, at the request 
of Honorable John B. Hynes, Mayor of Boston, assumed a major 
role in the activities in the City of Boston in connection with the 
“Salute to Rome”, the first, in a series of programs under the 
auspices of the State Department, designed to bring to the peoples 
of the Free Nation, a stronger realization of the appreciation of 
their achievements and the interest and goodwill of the people 
of America in their continued progress. 

A committee, to plan the activities of the Ancients in this pro- 
gram, was composed of Colonel Harold P. MacLeod, Lieutenant 
Walter G. Murphy, Lieutenant Thomas P. Dillon, Brigadier Gen- 
eral Fred E. Pereira, Brigadier General Edward J. Kane, Colonel 
Charles W. Mitchell. Captain Vincent R. Brogna and Lieutenant 
Anthony F. Viola. 

On Saturday afternoon, November 26, 1955, the Captain, Officers 
and a group of Ancients, together with the Colors and Color 


Guard, were on hand at the South Station to welcome and escort 
Honorable Salvatore Rebecchini, the Mayor of Rome. 

At 9:00 A.M. on Monday. November 28, 1955, the Captain, 
Officers and about twenty Ancients, in uniform, attended a break- 
fast tendered at the Sheraton-Plaza Hotel by the Mayor of Boston 
to the Mayor of Rome, at which time, Mayor Hynes officially 
opened “Salute to Rome” week. welcomed Mayor Rebecchini, 
and designated the Ancients to be his military honor guard during 
his stay in Boston. 

Monday afternoon. Mayor Rebecchini. escorted by Captain 
Vincent R. Brogna and Lieutenant Anthony F. Viola, appeared 
in a television broadcast (Channel 2) in which he was interviewed 
by Lieutenant Commander John A. Volpe. 

The Company held a Reception in the Armory from 6:30 to 
8:30 P.M. Monday in honor of Mayor Rebecchini, which was 
attended by two hundred Ancients in parade uniform. Colonel 
MacLeod presented the Mayor a special silver medal to com- 
memorate the occasion. A collation was served and the members 
of the Company thoroughly enjoyed meeting Mayor Rebecchini. 
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who presented Colonel MacLeod with a bronze medallion from 
Rome and gave the Company a most cordial invitation to visit 
Rome on one of its Fall Field Tours of Duty. At 8:30 P.M 
Colonel MacLeod and the Officers escorted Mayor Rebecchini 
downstairs into Faneuil Hall where they attended with him a 


musical and choral program. 

Colonel MacLeod was a head table guest at the banquet given at 
the Sheraton Plaza Hotel on Tuesday, November 29, 1955, pre- 
sided over by Mark Bortman, General Chairman of the “Salute 
to Rome”. This banquet, also attended by a representative group 
of Ancients in uniform, was a gala occasion, featured by the 
presence of such dignitaries as Right Reverend Jeremiah Minni- 
han, Auxiliary Bishop of Boston; United States Senators Leverett 
Saltonstall and John F, Kennedy; Governor Christian A. Herter;

orable Vincent Brogna and Honorable Felix Forte, Superior 
Court of Massachusetts; Honorable Augustus A. Loschi; Hon- 
orable Frank W. Tomasello; Honorable Thomas Pappas; Ralph 
Lowell, President Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Company;

On Wednesday, November 30th, Colonel and Mrs. MacLeod 
attended a reception to Mayor Rebecchini, at the consulate, given 
by Honorable Dr. Giovanni Formichella, the Italian Consul. 

The whole affair was a huge success, inasmuch as it made it 
possible for the Ancients to entertain the Mayor of Rome and for 
Mayor to become better acquainted with the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company and its aims and purposes.

Your First Lieutenant, Walter G. Murphy, at the request of 
Captain MacLeod, represented the Company in participating in 
the luncheon, the parade, and the evening dinner, all of which 
were superbly handled and, while not as formal, were a great 
deal similar to our June Day. 

Major Carl G. Swanson, Commander of the Second Company, 
requested that his personal greetings be returned to Captain 
MacLeod, his officers and all members of the Company, including 
a cordial invitation to visit their headquarters in New Haven at 
any time. 
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UNVEILING THE PORTRAIT OF SIR JOHN LEVERETT 


While General Pereira was in London to attend the Presentation 
of Colours to the HAC, he visited old Boston, England, to unveil 
for Senator Leverett Saltonstall a painting of his first ancestor 
who came to Boston in 1632. Sir John Leverett was Captain of 
this Company in 1652, 1663 and 1670. 

General Pereira arrived in Boston, England, on the 16th of 
July, 1955, on an extremely hot and sultry day. He ste 
old inn, the “Peacock and Feathers”. That night he was a dinner 


yed at an 


guest of the English Speaking Union at an old castle, There 
he met Canon Cook, whom he had entertained in Boston during 
the previous summer. Also in the group were the American Consul 
Pearson and his wife. He also renewed acquaintances with the 
Clerk of Boston and the Lord Mayor, both of whom had been 
guests of the Company at the Fall Field Day Banquet in London, 

The next day being Sunday, General Pereira. accompanied by 
the American Consul, attended Church Services at St. Botolph’s 
— better known as “The Stump”. He assisted Consul Pearson in 
laying a wreath at the Church. From the Church the group went 
to the Mayor’s Parlours, where there were numerous pictures of 
James Michael Curley who visited Old Boston when he was Mayor 
of Boston, Massachusetts. After refreshments there, a luncheon 
was served in a delightful old inn called White Hart Inn. 

After lunch, General Pereira was taken on a tour of the Town 
and saw the famous docks, (Boston was at one time a larger port 
than London) and Guild Hall, which was built in 1450. In the 
cellar of the Hall are the cells where the Pilgrim Fathers were 
imprisoned after they were taken off a ship when they tried to 
leave England. 

A garden party was held at Fydell House (1726) where General 
Pereira unveiled the portrait of Sir John Leverett before a gather- 
ing of notables from the United States and England. The portrait 
was donated by Mrs. Saltonstall, the Senator’s mother. and is a 
copy of one hanging in our State House. 

After the ceremonies, Mayor Arnold, the Mayoress, Canon Cook 
and other notables took General Pereira to the depot for his 
return to London.

When Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne was leaving Boston 
after participating in our June Day festivities, he presented 
Colonel Carty and General Pereira with invitations to be his guests 
at the Presentation of the Colours by Her Majesty, Queen Eliza- 
beth TH. on 20 July 1955. Unfortunately, Colonel Carty was un- 
able to go. so General Pereira went alone. 

The weather had been extremely hot and sultry in London for 
days. but the day of the Presentation turned out cool and cloudy. 
Long before the arrival of the Queen every one of the 3000 seats 
on the training grounds had been filled. People crowded the 
windows and roofs of nearby buildings to get a glimpse of Her 
Majesty. 

The whole HAC regiment was lined up for the Presentation and 
Parade. The dismissal of the old Colours and the Presentation of 
the new was an awe-inspiring scene. The Queen made a stirring 
address. and the reply by Lieutenant Colonel Jackson was a 
masterpiece. All during the formation and parade, the Queen 
stood, stating: “If my troops have to stand, I can also.” 

After the Ceremonies, General Pereira and the officers of the 
Regiment had lunch with the Queen. After lunch the Queen went 
to the room of the Court of Assistants and signed the Vellum 
Book. Then she asked that General Pereira be presented to her. 
Her handshake and greetings were cordial. She was extremely 
sociable, asked about the Ancients, and said that she wanted to 
thank the Ancients through General Pereira for the “most ex- 


quisite bowl” that the Company had presented to her the previous 
autumn. 

The Queen then invited General Pereira to witness the presen- 
tation of a Warrant to the Pikemen. The presentation was made 
to Colonel Steele who trooped the line with the Queen after the 
ceremony. Before leaving, the Queen again shook hands with 
General Pereira and wished him “bon voyage”.

You have been a bulwark to the standards of life we cherish and 
the freedom for which so many died. 

We Canadians and your good neighbors to the south are committed to 
the part we must play toward saving civilization. We are pledged to assist 
and defend the free peoples of the earth from the threat of aggression by 
those who appear to challenge our way of life. 

Already we are moving to build up our strength with such vigor and 
resolution that, working together with other freedom loving nations, peace 
will be secured. 

We do not know the future, nor can we foresee the outcome of many 
problems. We have been through two world wars together, and once again 
we may be called upon to dispute the status of our way of life. Once again 
each one of us may have to sacrifice for what each one of us holds dear.

Gentlemen, I give you the Fifth Regular Toast. Glorious in war, 
vigilant in peace, defender of all free men; gentlemen, I give you 
our Armed Forces. 

Captain MacLeop: In answer to the Toast to the Armed Forces, 


it is my privilege to introduce to you the Commanding General 
of the 26th Infantry Division, Major General Edward D. Sirois. 


Masor GeneraL Epwarp D. Sirors: Captain Commander, distinguished 
guests and gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 
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A toast to the Armed Forces is a toast to you. Those of us, and that 
includes most of you and many of us who are in the heyday of our military 
careers, know full well that this country has survived on the ability of our 
youth to answer the call when it has been made. 

Gentlemen, from where I sit today, and I know a good deal more than 
some of you do, and perhaps not as much as I would like to know, the 
future of this nation and our ability to continue to gather here as we do 
tonight, depends upon the youth of this nation, my sons and yours. And, 
gentlemen, we had better be doing something about this. 

The Armed Forces is the toast to which I am responding; the Armed 
Forces does not mean the active forces of the United States Army to a small 
degree. The Armed Forces of this nation is every able-bodied male in these 
United States. 

Now, most of us have given to the extent that we were called upon and 
able to give in our day. But, gentlemen, that is not going to be enough in 
the future. Today we have a technically trained Armed Force, whether it 
be the Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps or the Air Force or whatnot. 
Gentlemen, squads right, squads left, the ability to know your rifle and the 
ability to be just a good soldier is no longer good enough. 

Two weeks ago at Logan Airport I listened to Dr. Paul Dudley White. 
He was a participant in the dedication of a memorial to Lieutenant General 
Logan at the Airport and I listened to Dr. Paul Dudley White, and he said 
our youth is growing soft. I think he knows whereof he speaks. We can do 
something about that. 

Today a boy does not have to be a member of the active service. We 
have our reserve forces today and we all know, all of us know, all of the wars 
of this country have been fought by the civilian soldier. We depend upon 
the professional to keep up with what is going on and to teach us what we 
should know. They provide that today to a very much greater degree than 
it has ever been done before but, gentlemen, we are not taking it; we are 
not accepting it. Those of us who are in the reserves, and I spell reserve 
with a small “r” because it includes the Army Reserve, the Air Force Reserve, 
the National Guard, and all the rest of the kids of this nation. 

Gentlemen, we have enjoyed ourselves, those of us who have reached the 
top and are sliding down the other side in the heyday of our career, so to 
speak. Gentlemen, I respond to the toast to the Armed Forces with a plea 
—let’s dedicate ourselves to see to it that our youth does not grow soft: 
so that they may understand what I may say with pardonable pride, all of 
us have tried to do and have done pretty well, which we expect them to do 
in the future, but they won’t do it unless they have the help of us grown-ups.

A SERMON 
PREACHED AT THE OLD Sourn CuurcH 


On the Three Hundred and Eighteenth Anniversary of 
Tue Ancient AND Honorable 
ArTILLERY Company oF MASSACHUSETTS 
June 4, 1956 
ACCORDING TO YOUR FAITH BE IT DONE UNTO YOU 
By Bricapier GENERAL Frank A. Tosey, CH.C 
Deputy Chief of Chaplains, U. S. Army 


On this Three Hundred and Eighteenth Anniversary of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, you, its members, have 
gathered once again, as usual, mustered within these hallowed walls of this 
Old South Church to honor your heroic dead and to renew your pledge to 
God and to your country and to seek divine guidance as you consider the 
challenge and the crisis of this, your day. 

Since the organization of The Military Company in 1638 your members 
have maintained the enviable record of devotion to the concepts of leader- 
ship, freedom, democracy and faith in the Almighty God who is the Father 
of us all. 

In times of peace and prosperity you have labored to strengthen this land 
with honorable industry. 

In times of danger your swords have flashed from their scabbards in the 
defense of your liberties, and today you stand as a living symbol to all free 
men who know the need of “eternal vigilance” in the time of peace and 
“selfless patriotism” in times of stress. 

When I was asked to preach your sermon today I accepted that charge 
with great humility and yet with eager anticipation. 

In humility, because I was aware, and I know you are aware of conditions 
in the world today which give you an opportunity to serve; in eager antici- 
pation because it gave me an opportunity to come home again, after many 
years of absence. During my few hours here in Boston I have relived many, 
many happy childhood days. I have relived many of my schoolhood days in 
Boston and have thanked God for the opportunities it gave to me, a father- 
less lad, to obtain an education and work my way through college for a 
suitable place in life. 

I have been thinking of America, its past, its present, and its future; what 
it meant to our forefathers, and what it means to you and to me, and what 
it must mean to the entire world in the years to come. I have been thinking 
of that great expanse of territory, rich in natural resources; the pushing 
back of the frontiers; the rich harvests; our peacetime production which has 
spread abundance over wide areas; I have been thinking of the unceasing 
opportunities for youth of every generation to obtain an education and 
learning; I have been thinking of the scientific advances and the defenses 
we have created for the protection of this great land of liberty, this citadel 
of freedom. 
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But even more than the land and the opportunity I have been thinking, 
in preparation for this moment, of 

Man’s attitude toward man; 

The “privilege” of man to prove that he can govern himself; 

The “attitude” that man can be trusted with his own freedom; 

The “fact” that free men everywhere in the world look to us for leadership 
and enslaved people look to us for liberation. 

Then I ask myself, What is the secret behind this exciting and dramatic 
success story of our nation? 

And immediately I think of that scripture which was read to us this after- 
noon as recorded by St. Matthew. He states that Jesus had been healing the 
multitudes, and on the outskirts there were two blind men who cried, “Jesus, 
Thou Son of David, have mercy upon us, have mercy upon us.” And so they 
followed him throughout the day, until the day came to an end and Jesus 
went into a house, and they followed him in, still crying, “Jesus, Thou Son 
of David, have mercy upon us.” 

And Jesus turned to them and said, “Believe you that I am able to do 
thi: ad 

And they said unto him, “Yes, Lord.” Then he touched their eyes, saying. 
“According to your faith be it done unto you!” And their eyes opened. 

He touched their eyes and said, according to St. Matthew, “According to 
your faith be it done unto you!” 

Here is a spiritual law, for regardless of time or place, or circumstance, it 
is always done unto us according to our faith. Here is a law that governs 
not only individuals but communities and nations. According to the faith of 
man, according to your faith, it is being done unto you today; according to 
your faith it has been done unto you in the past; according to your faith it 
will be done unto you in the future. 

Faith is one of the greatest natural forces in the life of man. 

How fortunate we are that our forefathers, the founders of this great 
nation, were men of deep, abiding and persistent faith. They believed un- 
falteringly in God and we will believe in God’s tomorrow. 

History reveals that it was religious motive that prompted most of them 
to come to our shores. 

There were the Pilgrims who came to Massachusetts; 

The Huguenots who came to the Carolinas; 

The Royalists to Virginia; 

The Quakers to Pennsylvania; 

And others who came, claiming the right to worship God according to the 
dictates of their consciences. 

Lord Baltimore came to Maryland to establish a colony where Roman 
Catholics might worship God free from persecution, and James Oglethorpe 
who came to Savannah to establish a colony where persecuted Protestants 
could live in freedom. 

This land has always, from the very beginning, been a refuge to the 
persecuted of the world. 
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Your forefathers began this Company back in 1638, and even before that, 
in 1620, the authors of the Mayflower Pact began their statement, “In the 
name of God, amen.” 

Then they continued, “Having undertaken for the glory of God... a 
voyage ... we do... solemnly and mutually in the presence of God... 
covenant and combine ourselves into a civic body politic.” 

If you will permit me, I will indulge just for a minute in one incident out 
of my own background, which continually reminds me of my own spiritual 
heritage and indicates the religious stature of the men of those early days. 
It is a Will that begins this way: 

“T, Jonathan Tobey, of the Town of Sandwich, in the County of Barn- 
stable, in The Province of Massachusetts Bay, in New England, husband- 
man, being in tolerable health of body and disposing mind and memory, 
through the mercy and goodness of God... . I do make this my last will 
and testament ... and principally and first of all I recommend my soul 
to God in Jesus Christ my Lord.” 

It was during a heated debate in the Continental Convention that Ben- 
jamin Franklin rose to his feet and addressed the Chair: 

“Mr. President, the longer I live the more convinced I become that God 
governs the affairs of men . . . Unless the Lord build the house, they 
labor in vain that built it... and without His concurring aid, we shall 
succeed in this political building no better than the builders of Babel.” 
Those men who laid the foundations of our spiritual heritage were all 

men of great religious conviction. 
5 They builded well, for their building still defies the godless powers of our 
lay. 

According to their faith it was done “unto them as those who were to 
follow.” 

The first paragraph of the Declaration of Independence speaks of the 
“Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God,” and then it continues to say that 
“all men are created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights,” 

You are no doubt familiar with the “Thanksgiving Proclamation” signed 
by our first President, George Washington, which begins, 

“Whereas it is the duty of our nation to acknowledge the providence of 
Almighty God, to obey His will, to be grateful for His benefits and humbly 
implore his protection and favor.” 

It remained for those builders of our nation, men of God and men of 
#reat vision to translate the truth of the Judeo-Christian tradition into a 
political philosophy and a way of life. 

They were men who knew the God of the Old and the New Testament, 
and they displayed a positive faith in the future of free men as God’s 
children and “according to their faith” a great nation came into being. 

So it has been down from the history of our country, down to President 
Dwight D, Eisenhower, who began his administration by invoking God’s 
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divine blessing upon us as a nation and he has been emphasizing ever since 
the importance of faith and religion in our national affairs. 

Just recently in one of his messages to the United States Army Chaplains, 
he stated, and J like these words: 

“Religious faith is the prime strength of our Nation,” and “Without a 
true concept of the dignity of man founded upon religious faith, we are 
sunk.” 

For according to our faith it will be done unto us. 

Now, if you forget everything else I say this afternoon, remember this, 
please, our faith today is of no less importance than was the faith of the 
founders of this Nation in their day. 

From the beginning of human history, and especially during the last 300 
years, up until now, men have been endeavoring to discard divine revelation; 
to divorce themselves from faith and reject the belief that they are in any 
way dependent on their Almighty Father. 

The philosophy of Adolph Hitler was, “The State is everything, the indi- 
vidual is nothing.” 

More recently we have been menaced by a force which seeks to destroy 
all that we hold most important. This menace is known to us as materialistic 
communism, a creed that emphasizes the supreme power of materialistic 
force, and which is by its very nature anti-religious. 

“Religion,” it says, “is a device of the capitalists, used to keep the rich 
man in his palace and the poor man at his gate.” 

From Karl Marx, who in 1843 declared, “Religion is the opium of the 
people; and our duty is to deliver the people from this opiate”— 

To Khrushchev, who recently said, “We remain atheists. We will do all 
that we can to liberate a certain people from the charm of. the religious 
opium that still exists.” 

And they are continually emphasizing and re-emphasizing their campaign 
against religion. 

Just recently in Pravda I find these words: 

“Every Soviet sailor must be permeated with the spirit of militant 
atheism. . . . The whole propaganda apparatus . . . must be mobilized to 
depict the struggle the world is waging against fairy tales about saints, 
God and the creation of the world.” 

They seem to hold no treaty valid, no promise sacred, no borderline in- 
violable. 

They ignore the fundamental God-given rights of the individual. 

They even laugh at our concept of an overruling God of love. 

Theirs is a Godless revolution, with the expressed purpose of enslaving the 
whole world and conquering the minds of all men. 

Like the Roman Emperor, Diocletian, they have summoned all the political 
and military forces of their empire to obliterate truth from the pages of 
history. 

Indeed, they have their faith; but they put not their trust in God nor the 
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dignity of the individual nor a free society, but in power politics, intrigue, 
deceit, fear and slavery and—According to their faith it shall be done unto 
them. 

Just recently I read a very pathetic story in the current issue of Nowa 
Kultura, a weekly magazine, of one communist youth. His name was Michael 
Bruck, age 18. 

He told of how he had always thought of his brother, Lech, who died in 
the Warsaw uprising, as the embodiment of heroism, courage and upright- 
ness. But when he was ten, his history teacher taught him that that uprising 
was a rebellion against the true Poland. 

Then he said he believed in God, but when he was 15 his communist 
teachers convinced him that there was no God. He said, “My communist 
teachers destroyed my faith in God and on that day the cross became to me 
only a piece of wood.” 

Then he became a full-fledged communist and believed in the leadership 
of Stalin; he went from one meeting to another, he believed in the program, 
and worshipped Stalin. When he was 18 he was told about the cruelty of 
the secret police and the Dictator Stalin. 

Then he cries out in agony of soul: “And I? I do not know how to change 
my soul for the fourth time ... I am ashamed ... I no longer know how 
to raise my head, if I ever raise it again . . . but this is impossible for I 
have no basis for believing anything.” 

; To those within the confines of communism we must say today: “Accord- 
ing to your faith it shall be done unto you.” 

In this great land of liberty you and I are part of a thrilling and dramatic 
story, written with a far different theme, because we are heirs to a vital, 
living faith in God and in our fellowmen, in the dignity of man and it is 
now our turn to demonstrate to all the world that we, too, are men of faith. 

Ours is not only faith that inspires, but it is a faith that must impel us to 
action—faith without works is dead. 

What then should be our role, as men of faith, in this momentous period 
of American and world history? 

First of all, we must recognize that we are not engaged in a “cold war,” 
but a “hot war.” Spiritually there can be no co-existence with the forces of 
evil that would enslave the bodies and souls of men. We must unite and 
fight. Not necessarily a people but an evil ideology which is crippling the 
minds of many and endeavoring to obliterate man’s faith in God. 

The Apostle says, “Put on the whole armor of God that you may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil. For we are not contending against 
flesh and blood but against principalitie 


against powers, against rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. 
Therefore, put on the whole armor of God... and above all take the shield 


of faith.” 


These evil forces of our day compel us to build great military defenses 
hut we know that these alone cannot conquer communism. 
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Mental acumen and weapons from the human arsenal are no longer sufi- 
cient, for in the last analysis communism is an ideology and cannot finally 
he conquered except by a superior ideology, a positive faith, a God-given 
faith is our only salvation. Nothing else will ultimately save us. 

Today the leaders of our great nation are re-emphasizing that a large part 
of our national armament is the “Shield of Faith.” 

If we are to safeguard our faith in God, in the dignity of man, and in our 
way of life, then we must decide here and now whether this is what we 
want or if we would prefer a godless, materialistic order. Our choice is, of 
course, obvious—but what will it involve? I say we all know what is 
involved. 

If we are to preserve our priceless heritage which has been given to us in 
this turbulent age we live in today, we must take the initiative now. 

Dr. William Axling, a missionary in Japan for over 50 years, says that 
there are radios in approximately 32 million homes, and the communists are 
r daily with their high pressure propaganda program. He said that 
97 per cent of the Japanese are literate with nearly 32 million subscribers to 
daily newspapers, and the communists are printing their newspaper called 
“The Red Flag.” 

Communist propaganda is plastered on every available wall, fence and 
billboard. But their young crusaders stand on the street corners throwing 
flash pictures on a screen and are impressing the plastic minds of the 


on the 


children who crowd around them. 

American churches, rich and strong, declare that they have no funds for 
a daily radio program in Japan, no funds to publish a daily paper, no funds 
to plaster that nation with good news. 

No funds. And we step aside bowing low, in Oriental style, and permit a 
handful of communists the right-of-way to the minds and hearts of 87 million 
Japanese. 

I say to you men today, if our faith is to be positive and constructive, as 
was our forefathers’, who brought forth upon this continent a new nation, 
we must believe mightily in God’s tomorrow; but we must do more than 
just believe or just say we believe. 


The scriptures y that “Faith is the substance of things hoped for.” And 


it is evidence of things to come. We must begin now to dream of a greater 
democratic order and then we must begin here and now to build foundations 
under our dreams for future fruition of that greater democratic order on the 
face of this earth. 


As the patriots of 1776 dared to pledge their support to the Constitution, 
so must we, in these dangerous days, dare to pledge our lives, liberty and 
sacred honor to the spreading of the Gospel of righteousness, faith and 
freedom the world around. 

Always remembering that fundamental law, “According to your faith it 
shall be done unto you.” 

May God bless you all and increase your faith. Amen.
